Purpose of the committee as stated in the 
petition for ratification is ‘the development 


and implementation of a program to adminis- 
ibution of books 


ter the collection and distrit boo 
and other educational materials to be dis- 
tributed to one or more of the several coun- 


tries of Southeast Asia.” 


Philo’s appointment pended upon the 
Board’s acceptance of the committee charter 
approved at the council meeting. 


Chairmen for five of the committee’s seven 
departments are Mike Monroe, public relations, 
Jo Ellen Bewley, office administration; Ahmed 
Sheikh, sorting, storage and packing; Dick 
Fontaine, distribution and correspondence; and 
Al Cameron, agencies coordinator. The two 
vacant offices are tose which wil) handle 
collection and contributions other than books. 

Duties of agencies coordinator Cameron 
will include contacting the Asia Foundation, 
CARE, People to People. the US. State De- 
partment and other schools and civic groups to 
prevent duplication of the effort. 

The area of Southeast Asia is composed of 
ail countries east of the 80th meridian and 
south of China including half each of India 
and Pakistan. 

Although tne project will obtain sanction 
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from the United States government and the 
governments of the Asian countries, the Books 
Abroad committee is responsiblie for every 
aspect of the drive. The bomks will be shipped 
directly to the localities with no intervention. 


Among the committee’s faculty advisors 
are Dr. Edward C. Britton, associate professor 
of education, and Dr. Lawrence M. Brammer, 
associate dean of students. Both have just 
returned from the Asian continent and are 
taking an active part in organizing the drive. 


Dr. Britton served for nine months last 
year as an ICA teacher education consultant 
to the South Vietnamese government. Dr. 
Brammer taught at the University of Iran. 


The committee, to be known as the Books 
Abroad Agency when the drive begins, has 
established administrative headquarters in 213 
Business Administration building. 

The office will be staffed by members of 
campus sorarities. Tentative arrangements 
have been made with members of campus 
fraternities to assist in picking up books from 
donors in this area. 

According to Philo, “All matters of a fin- 
ancial and/or accounting nature shall be hand- 
led through a special funding arrangement to 
be administered through the ofiice of the Stu- 
dent Association Manager. 

Students interested in participating in the 
project may attend the committee meetings 
Fridays at 3 p.m. in BA-213.

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Borneo Culture 
Is Subject of 
Research Talk 


Dr. Thomas R. Williams, as- 
sociate professor of anthro- 
pology, delivered the first fa- 
culty lecture to a full house 
of faculty members and grad- 
uate students Tuesday, at 1 
pan. in the Sierra Room of 
the Administration building. 


Dr. Robert Huxley, chair- 
man of the Sacramento State 
College Foundation research 
committee, presented a per- 
petual award plaque to Wil- 
liams for his outstanding con- 


tributions in. research. 


Williams’ talk described 
“the form of a nativistic, or 
revitalization movement am- 
ong the Murut of North Bor- 
neo” based on ethriological 
studies he made there during 
1959-60. 


Williams visualizes the his- 
tory of the revitalization 
movement in the three stages 
proposed by A.F.C. Wallace. 
Cultura! changes during the 
first period antedating Euro- 
pean contact (before 1850) 
were slow and acepted by 
most members of the cuture. 
In the second period between 
1850 and 1915, “epidemic dis- 
eases. armed social subordin- 
ation and increasing first-hand 
acculturation” combined to 
push the Murut socio-cultural 
svstem “out of equilibruim,” 
causing widespread disiilus- 
ionmem and rejection. 


The Muruts grouped and 
re-grouped, seeking to con- 
trol afflicting forces. 

This series of events left 
them ripe for a Murut famed 
Garing and his seven disciples 
who roamed the country 
spreading a new religion, fed

Justifies Position . 


Rditer, The State Hornet: 
This letter is in the form 
af, a rebuttal to the editorial 
coment placed in the Tuesday, 
Nov. 14 edition of your paper. 
1 must emphasize the opinions 
expressed in this letter are 
not necessarily the views of 
the other members of the 
Board of Directors, but simp- 
ly my views intended to offer 
the other side to the ques- 


‘tion. 

The title of the editorial 
was “Council is Inconsistent.” 
The reason offered for this 
comment was that the Board 
of Justice of last year ruled 
that council did have the right 
to speak on off-campus is- 
sues. Last year’s Board of 
Justice was last year’s Board 
of Justice. and has nothing 
to do with the feelings of the 
present one. In fact many of 
our campaigns for election at 
the end of last semester either 
implied or stated explicitly 
that we did not feel it was 
our responsibility or our right 
to . express opinions on off- 
carmpus issues as if they were 
the opinions of the entire stu- 
dent body. On these plat- 
forms I hope we were elect- 
ed. 

Matter Not Debated 

No one in council debated 
the fact that the BOJ ruled 
we had the legal right to 
speak for the students on off- 
campus issues, but legal right 
must be distinguished from 
moral decision-—may does not 
imply must. The council finds 
itself in a dilemma of endors- 
ing such a letter which states 
that “We, the students of 
Sacramento State College” do 
wish a discontinuation of nu- 
clear testing when the ma- 
jority of the student body may 
feel the exact opposite. 

I, myself, stated explicitly 
fn my platform that I would 
not express an opinion on off- 
campus issues unless I knew 
that it was the opinion of 
my constituents. This is the 
platform that I hope (as I 
stated before) I was elected 
on. fam _ representing the 
undeclared majors at Sacra- 
mento State in the business 
that immediately affects 
this institution. I feel that 
my constiuents have given 
me, no right or authority to 
express an opinion in the na- 
tional government for them. 

Deemed Unqualified 

Furthermore, I do not deem 
myself qualified under any 
circumstances to express an 
opinion on national issues for 
others. I was elected to the 
BOD to govern Sacramento 
State, I was not elected to 
the Congress to govern the 
nation. I feel that such a 
move to send a letter to the 
President would far overstep 
my bounds of authority the 
students have entrusted in 
me. 

Secondly, I fail to see where 
a view on off-campus issues 
has been expressed in session 
this year before now. How 
then can we be said to be in- 
consistent. Whatever the 
views of last year’s officers 
were have nothing to do with 
the present BOD. We are a 
new body with new ideas. 
Now it is obvous where I, for 
one. stand. 

Explanation Unnecessary 

The fact that the motion to 
approve the constitution of 
the (Campus) Peace Union 
was tabled needs no further 
explanation or justification 
than the fact that a sufficient 
number of council members 
felt thay did not have enough 


tion to “vote intelligently. The 
motion was thus tabled un- 
til sufficient information could 
be abtained to show all ‘due 
caution. HH hasty decisions 
without thought or caution 
are wanted (and I hope they 
are not), then the student 
body has elected the wrong 
representatives.

Queen Contest... 


Editer, The State Hornet; 

For the information of all 
concerned, the following is a 
description of the events sur- 
rounding the decision to nul- 
lify the Homecoming Queen 
election; The following is in 
part a report made by Mr. 
Edington. 

October 27. rumors began 
to circulate that some dishon- 
est voting was taking place. 
When Mr. Edington heard 
these rumors the personally 
began checking the polls at 
intervals of about two hours. 
Each time he visited one of 
the two voting places he re- 
instructed election officials 
concerning precautions that 
must be taken. In addition 
I also instructed the election 
officials at intervals. Late 
that afternoon, Mr. Edington 
was approached by one indi- 
vidual who claimed to have 
knowledge of circumstances 
in which one person voted 
eleven times. Also, he learned 
from another source that one 
of the election officials saw 
someone vote twice (at dif- 
ferent voting places. 


Matter 

Julie Lance, Carol Odale, 
Mr. Edington and I discussed 
this matter while we were 
counting the votes. Because 
tthe votes for the various can- 
didates were so close, nine 
votes separated first and 
fifth place. we decided to 
recommend that the election be 
nullified even though no di- 
rect evidence had been pre- 
sented to us. We consulted 
with Dean Bailey, John Krier, 
and Wayne Gray and a final 
decision was reached to null- 
ify the Queen’s election and 
to send all seven candidates 
to the Alumni board. When 
the possibility of one illegal 
vote could change the whole 
outcome of the election, I feel 
we made the right decision. I 
believe the repercussions 
would have been greater if 
we had accepted the ballot 
vote as a true vote. Incident- 
ally, the present Homecoming 
Queen would haye gone to 
the Queen’s breakfast as a 
finalist, had we accepted the 
ballet vote. 

Talked To Individual 

Mr. Edington talked to the 
individual who claimed to 
have knowledge that one per- 
son voted eleven times. The 
person said that he saw a per- 
son with eleven student body 
cards and that the person in- 
dicated that he was going to 
use them to vote for one 
candidate.

As 
everyone. knows, this is a 
very controversia] issue. It 
was discussed and voted down 
at a better than the necessary 
2/3 majority. The main rea- 
son the Board had for voting 
down the proposal was that 
they didn’t know what the 
students want on off-campus 
issues. Do they know what 
you want on on-campus is- 
sues? 

Constitution Passed 

A few weeks ago the West- 
minster Club’s constitution 
was presented before the 
BOD after having passed in- 
spection by the Dean of Stu- 
dents, the Board of Justice, 
and the Student Body Presi- 
dent. The constitution was 


passed, hands down. On 
November 8. the Campus 
Peace Union’s constitution 
was presented before the 


Board after going through the 
necessary channels. The 
Board questioned the purpose 
of the Peace Union and then 
tabled the issue for no ap- 
parent reason other than they 
were afraid the organization 
might turn “red.”

The nations of-the world 
will not loig remember who initiated testing; they will concern 
themselves only with who is testing NOW. And here is the 
point that Kennedy and his advisors must weigh with care. 
We have at our fingertips an opportunity for a major prop- 
aganda vi To-refuse to resume atmospheric testing would 
be to $6 enter the Cold War trap which Krushchev has 
get for us. Consider this not from the moral question of the 
rightness and wongness of testing, but rather from the hard 


=realities of the contest between Russia and the United States, 
“It becomes a choice between the value of further nuclear tests 


_ = valpe of @aking in-roads into states throughout the 
world. . 

If we are to continue to regard the gearing for war as an 
end, then we will resume testing: if we view the gearing for 
war 2S a means to an end—then might not a propoganda victory 
be more valuable than the creation of a bigger and better bomb? 

Only those in the inner-most circles of our goverment are 
conscious of and can weigh all considerations. But the view 
here—however ignorant and uninformed—is that the effective- 
ess of The Bomb is measured in killing power. And Our Bomb 
can kill a city. What more need we ask of it? 

Weaponry Question 

We are not new cabling for a neglect of continued defense 
build-up; the question here is not disarmament, but instead 
one of types and degrees of weaponry. Speaking from a purely 
practical standpoint, might we better direct our attack efforts 
not to a bigger ‘bullet” but a better “rifle”? t 

Means of delivery seems to be a more important question 
now than size of delivery. How dead can one kill? On this 
basis, test resumption is not a hard necessity. 

And now the neutron bomb, that which kills peédple with- 
out destroying structures, enters upon the stage. Newspapers 
tell us we are engaged in a space race to the death to beat 
Russia to the N-Bomb. Here again I question the need, 

If we seek the N-Bomb for a deterrent (gearing for war as 
an end), we deceive ourselves. It serves us less wefl than the 
nuclear hoiocaust of an atom of hydrogen device. The Russian © 
people will not fear it because it is likely they will never be 
told of it: and if they did know, they cannot exert telling pres- 
sure on their rulers as we in a democracy can. 

Means To An End 
Russia gears for war as a means to an end—that is, victory 
without war—and the only valuable element of a Bomb is fear, 
Populus is of little relative importance to the Communist Van- 
guard; in fact, we would wager to say that the rulers of Russia 
would rather be hit by neutron bombs than by atom or hydroe 
gen, if they must be hit. 

By this reasoning then, the N-Bomb does not justify our 
resumption of testing. There are, we know, factors of which we 
noe be aware. But the points above are prime considera@ 
ions. 

If the United States does not resume testing, a victory will 
be won by ignoring the Russian invitation. If testing is resumed 
the burden will be ours alone .to bear and Rugsia will have 
gained another pawn in the International chess game.

LastYearbyPatrolmen

Why is the Sacramento State College student subjected to 
the present parking rules and regulations? How are these reg- 
ulations enforced? 

It seems the California State Legislature is the authority 
behind most restrictions and policies. The legslature at the last 
session turned down a bill that would allow 65 per cent of the 
revenue from citations to go to the college and the remaining 
35 per cent would handle the court costs involved, The present 
ruling gives 100 per cent of the revenue to the Sacramento Mu- 
nicipal Court. This type of regulation exists on ali state college 
campuses. 

Authority to write citations 
is supplied by the California 
Motor Vehicle Code and Sec- 
tion 42200 of the California 
Administrative Code. The 
latter code gives the adminis- 
tration of each college the 
power to devise individual 
eampus regulations, 
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New policies governing use 
of campus’ bulletin boards

Policing Lots Costly 














To police the SSC parking 
lots costs the state approxi~- 
mately $35,700, with approx- 
imately $840 in revenue going 
to the municipal court. Ap- 
proximately 420 tickets were 
issued last year by three full 
time patrolmen, less than at 
any other state college.
